An Australian Grace Darling. 

The CartliM Tiinos aaya: "To n. Woa- 
tera Auatmliau coutompoiary, tlio 
"Inquirar and Gommericial News," we 
are indebted for tbo information that 
■oue day last January the steamer Geor- 
getto ran onshore near Perth, Wustoru 
Australia. A boat was got olVaud rowed 
toward the beach, but so heavdy v/as 
the surf running that she was capsized, 
and her crew were an hour righting 
her and returning to the ship. They 
took a hawser from the vessel, putting 
some women and children in the boat, 
they paid out the line so as to get near 
the shore. But the boat was swamped 
by the surf, the poor creatures were all 
straggling in the water, and in im- 
minent peril of their lives, when on 
the top of a steop cliff appeared the 
figure of au young lady on horseback. 
To the spectalors it seemed utterly im- 
possible that a horse, with its rider, 
should be able to descend that rugged 
precipice; still down the declivity did 
the youhg lady, -whose name it after- 
■wards transpired was Grace Vernon 
Bussell, iide;;at speed. Eeaching the 
shore, she urged her horse into the 
boiling surf, and rode out beyond the 
second line of roaring breakers until 
she renohed the boat to v/hich the af- 
frighted women and children -Aoro 
clinging. Miss BusaoU'a horse stumbled 
over tut) rope, and she was nearly luat, 
but fthe managed to get alongside the 
flwiunped raft, and to bring oS the 
women and children. After landing 
them there wao still a mau left on 
board the boai;. T'lns another journey 
on horaebftck into the breakers had to 
bo undertaken, and the man was 
brought safe to shore. So fierce was the 
■urf that four hours were occupied in 
landing 50 persons, and" every boat en- 
gaged was capsized. Meanwhile the 
heroic Grace Yernon BuHsell, drenched 
with the sea foam and half faiuting 
with fatigue, galloped a dozen miles 
home to tell her story and have rsliof 
sent to the half-drowncd, half-naked 
folks whom she had loft on tha sea 
beach. The heroino'n Bister, Mrs. Brock- 
jnan, took liorso.gallupod that bamo 
night fcrough the woods to the shore, 
tfjring a provision of tea, milk, sugar 
iSovir for the destitute people; and 
S« B«xk day the rescued were brought 
to Mr. Brockman's house at BusseUon, 
FBrth, and cared for until they wore 
sufficiently recovered to dep.irt on their 
solitary ways. II. is melancholy to have 
to record thattheaaxietyand excitement 
consequent on her exertions proved 
fatal to Mrs. Brockman, who took a 
severe cold and died eventually of brain 
fever. Her sister, the heroic Grace 
Vernon J3ubsoll, lio'.vuver, yet livo.s, 
and if over a courageouy British girl 
desjrved to be likened to Grace Darl- 
ing, the Northumbrian light-house 
keeper's daughter, and to receive the 
Royal Humane Society's brightest 
medal forexertionn in saving life, H\ich 
a maiden is we appiohaud, MisH 
Bussell, of Perth, Webtoru Australia.

With a groat war raging iii 
Europe, with a revolution possibly im- 
minent in Franco, with seriou.s debates 
constantly occuring in her own Parlia- 
ment, Her Majesty retires into the 
depths of the Highland. 600 miles 
from her capital. Should anything ser- 
ious occur, therefore, her Premier, an 
old man full of gout, and of coniidcnco 
in the wisdom of his Sovereign, must 
travel 1,200 miles to obtain the benefit 
of a personal interview. He was very 
nearly choked by a cold which seized 
him en route only a year or two ago, 
and will be .soujo day be caught in a 
railway accident ou one of these tre- 
mendous and unnecessary journeys. 
The Queen, as far as the public con- 
venience is concerned, might almost as 
well leave the kingdom, and indeed at 
Coburg she wouitl be quito as accosg- 
iblo. No blame rest." of course, upon 
her Majesty, who like every other sov- 
ereign, has been bred to^ think her 
own convenience and tlie welfare of

It is well linowa tluit tho Iftto Govem- 
mont left tbo lUydock scheme ia ft condi- 
tiou as uusatiafnctory as. that in which 
they left the railway and flnanoea. A con- 
traofffo* tBe oomtruotion of a cofferdom 
had beeia awarded; iintnot a dolhir had 
been provided nor a pile driven ; iior had 
the site of tbo dock boon iMirebsiscd, not- 
■withatiuiding that mauhincry inul coinont 
Bggrogatiiig in valuo §80,000 or 5?'J0,OOU 
had eitbov arrived or woro ou tbo way 
from England. It rcniuiuod for the pre- 
sent Govornmout to find the money and 
gtart work ou tbo cotfordani. Under cir- 
cumstances moat unfavorable they have 
Buoceeded in doing both; and no matter 
which Government -Imperial or Provin- 
cial— shall construct the gr.iviug-dock. it 
is clear that tlie cofferdam will have to bo 
pushed on to. completion and paid for out 
of the Provincial exchequer. There is no 
room for doubt on that point. A contract 
was made for tbo complutiou of tbo coil'cr- 
dam within a given time. Tliat time, if 
wo are not mistaken, bus been twioo ex- 
tended, and tlie latest period of extension 
is drawing to a oloso — will end, in 
fact, with- the present month. The Gov- 
ernmont is therefore called on to decide 
wbotbor they regard the ountract as a pa- 
tout elastic band, capable of expanmou to 
ft longtb BO indefinite tliat the youugo^t ^ 
Provincialist will not livo to see tbo work | 
completed, or whether they inteud to put 
in motion the penal cbiuses of agreement 
and award a fresh contract. The latter 
course would ba a disagreeable one to 
adopt. No one in or out of the Qovorn- 
ment would like to see an enterpriaiug 
and responsible firm like Reed Broi. 
& Co. mulct in damiigos for non-comple- 
tion of tbo contract; and it may bj 
their agent will be able to sbow that un- 
der the circumstances of unfavorable tides 
and other drawbacks the work bas ad- 
yanoed as rapidly as possible. But the 
.interests of the State must be considered 
before the interests of privateiudividuals. 
The former are paramount; the lutcer aro 
secondary; and whilst we wouldnot coun- 
sel the adoption of auy harsh measures 
we aro nevertheless of opinion that tbe 
Government will fail in its duty sbould it 
not tak« early steps to place the cofl'ordam 
- on a more satisfactory footicg than it oc- 
cupies at this moment. The country 
through tbe Legislature has sanctioned 
tbe expenditure. We ai"e not now discuss- 
ing wlicther that sanction was wisely or 
unwisely given. If work on the iloclc it- 
self bad received timilar autborizution, 
vre should urge its prosecution at all rea- 
sonable sacritice. Portiiuately, nu'b is 
notthocaae, Tbe main contract iii still 
nnawarJod, and there is reason to believe 
that sbould Canada not do the Province 
simple justice in the matter of tbo S250,- 
000 advance, the Imperial Governmkut 
will assume a moro eciuitablo share of tbe 
burthen and at laaet double bor grant of 
£50,000 for tbe same purpose. In vjow 
of this Haltering prospect it rests with 
this Government to show that they have 
doneand are willing to do everything with- 
in their Annnoial power to complete tbo 
■work. Providence helps those who help 
themselves. Sbould we dillydally with 
the cofferdiim what contideuco would be 
felt in our wortbinosH to bo entrusted with 
the greater work ? liy this time, iiroba- 
bly, the Government kuow tbe best or tbe 
worst concerning the promiaod grant from 
Oanada. If it bo meant a'j a gift there 
need bo no hesitation in advertising for 
tenders for tbe construction of tho dry- 
dock. If it be intended as a loan we do 
not think tliis CTOveriiment woTild be jus- 
tiiieil in touching it. Tho Province al- 
ready owes Canada more mouey than abu 
could conveniently pay at short notice, 
and is therefore, to a considerable extent, 
iu Canada's power. We are distinctly 
opposed to an increase of that power. 
Had money not been borrowed from Can- 
ada it is moro than probable that the rail- 
way would liavs been commenced two 
years ago iniitoad of being "still iu abey- 
ance." Tho Pidviuoo sbould be enabled 
to show tho Imperial authorities that it is 
capable of a certain amount of self help; 
that it is disposed to bear a fair share uf 
tbe responsibility of constructing a worlc 
that is so clearly an "Imperial necessity" 
as to have oicitod tho astoniKlimeut of 
high naval and military authorities that 
it was not built long ago. Prom whatavin- 
cause tbe delay may have arisen tbo snail's 
pace at which the coiTordam contract has 
proceeded is not satisfactory to cither 
Gove'rnment or people; and before any 
further e.\tension ia granted wo shonld 
ccunsel tbe most rigid inquiry into tho 
causes that have led to tbo delay. 

THE FOLKESTONE RITUAL CASE. 

All the periodicals of England, it may 
safely be said, have been occupied with 
oommouts npon the decision of the Ju- 
dicial Committee of the Queen's Privy 
Oonnoil in the Folkestone ritual case. 
Trifling as the (iU(!Blii)u;: involved aj)pear 
upon their surface, it is well understood 
by tbo contestants that Ihoy contuiu other 
And all-important <pieiitions of priiicijile. 
It will bo romoiabered that the court de- 
cided tbe crucifix aud vestmeuta to bo un- 
lawful, tho wafer broad also, unless it bo 
bread such as is usually eaten, but allow- 
ed tho eastward pofiition at tbe eomraunion 
table, provided that evin-y manual act of 
(ho ch-rgyiuun iu coiusecraling and break- 
ing tho biead cnnhl be fdiserved ))y tbo 
people. Tbo Clairch Timns (ritualist) 
says that the concession of tho e^stwartl 
position will secure tbo setting forth of 
"that sacrificial doctrine which is tho real 
matter of (Hintonlion, underlying the sur- 
face disputci about robes luid gestures." 
'This is caiKiid, aud go( li to the core of tho 
matter. Whether the Lord'u Supper shall 
b«a memorial of (ihrist's suiVerings, or a 
sacrificial oirciina of CliriHt Himaelf by 
tbo priest, avfl tho two opjiosing views 
which aro struggling for mastery in tho 
Church of Knglantl. Tbo Church Jxcvicw 
says: "'We iiiuHt coiiii)l(!tely ignore tho 
Judicial Com mil tee ami all its works. To 
•accept this conimitteB us speaking llio 
voice of tho Church of God in this coun- 
try wo leave to the ProBQCUtipn Company 
(Limited), "who ore ready to accept any 
thing an tho voice of the Church, uo mat- 
ter how AiiticbriHliaii, if only it 1)0 i.-'ro- 
t"Hlant." Dr. I'uscy, luiing asked, Wlmt 
iu to bo done? says, "i shall giro up noth- 
ing ia ooDflequenoeoftbisjadgnent," All 



the indications iihow that the ritualists 
will resist the operation of tho law step 
by stop, and will not yield any point 
which tliey consider to bo essential. 

THENAR. 

Tho success of tho Turkish armies in 
Asia Minor is now well assured. The 
Russians, aftor penetrating within a few 
miles of Erzoroum, have been attacked 
and defeated in every engagement. The 
sioge of Batoum has been raised, and 
Mukhtar Pasha has advanced his lines 
with tbo object of relieving Kara. _ 'J'ho 
Uu; sians, with more aud belt(!r equipped 
men. have boon badly beaten aud will bo 
furtuuato if they regain Circassia with 
one-half of tho 'l lO.ODd men with which 
they invaded Asia Minor live weeks ago. 
Their campaign iu that quarter may bo 
said to bf vo failed. From the Danuba 
the news is meagre; but tbe EuasiauB 
maintain their x'ositioii on the Bulgarian 
side of the river. Fightiug was still pro 
grossing yesterday morning, aud tlio car- 
nage has been frightful. The attitude of 
Austria alu -ts tbo tV.ar, who is doing his 
best to prevent an alliance with (ireat 
Britain; but it ia not possible that bo can 
olier Austria au.Tthing that will compou- 
sato her for the loss of tho free navigation 
of the Danube. 



Spelling Reform in England. 



LoNnoN, JiniQ 2(1. — Tho array of res- 
pectable uamcH nt tho Spelling llo~ 
form Oouferenco will not tinve it from 
ft shower of tleservad ridicule. There 
are two sets of people who want to 
alter our spelling. There aro certain 
j)hilologist8, of whom i\lax MuUer — a 
Oeriuan, with an English reputation, the 
ext<3nt of which the learned in his own 
land contemplalo with some amazement — 
is, perhaps, the best known. Max Mul- 
ler and his comrades object to the cxi:itiiig 
spelling as iuconveiiioiu for tho purpose 
of philological research. Then there are 
the School Board people, of whom Sir 
Charles Keed, Chairman of the London 
School Boaril, is tlio mot-t eminout repro- 
iientativo. They are for rijforin, because 
the child could be taught DKjre easily mi 
dor some other s^iStemlhau the piesent. 
That would make teachuig quicker, aud 
lieuco cheaper, and the ratepayer is, there- 
fore, to bo appealed to on tho ground that 
he would pay less rates if there ware a 
new Hpclling. This is ingenious, aud 
touches the Briton as a sensitive spot; 
perhaps the only spot which would make 
him in the capacity of tax payer listen 
readily to an argument for innovation. 
Grouped into tiieao two general divisions 
aro endless variotios of crochets and oro- 
diet mongers. JUr. Eobert Lowe has lent 
them thu autkorily of his came, and 
has, in . his logical way, present- 
ed the argnment in a form wliieli 
amounts to tho reduclio ad ab- 
surilnin. '"Tliero are, I am informed, 3!.> 
touiuls in the English huiguago. 'iliore 
are '21 letters. 1 think that each letter 
should veproiout one sound, that 15 
letters .»huuJd he .'.ddod, so there would 
bo a letter for every sound, and that every 
one should write as he speaks." Precise- 
ly, and as the variations iu speech are 
move numerous than those in writing — or 
even thau those between writing aud 
speaking, tho proposed reform wnuld land 
us in quite a hopeful confusion. But 
what has Mr. Lowe done with the other 
two letters of tho alphabet? Thero used 
to be twenty-six, At a meeting next day 
no less than nine separate schemes of re- 
form were projjosed. The phonetic peo- 
ple are in high glee. They hope to coiu- 
pel ns all to Icai n our langn:>go all over 
a.i^ain. The printer:! and jiaper makeis 
ought to eiijiiv the prosjioct still Mion;, fur 
all existiiig liliraiies will soon be useless. 
1 nu iui to Ijcftiiiio .1 publisher if this plan 
succeeds iu my dny. Uiice get itadopted 
and all tho publishors will make fortunes.

There is however an urgent 
need for moro qualified toachera in the 
Victoria schools and tho trustoes aro anxi- 
ous tbafc you should strongtbcn tboir 
bands by some resolution which will liavo 
weight with tho controlling authorities in 
sohool matters. A short timo after tho 
last annual meeting Mr. Cleinitson, teach- 
er in tho boys' department, accepted tho 
position of Deputy Superintendent (ou 
tbo Mainland) , and about throo inoalba 
ugoMits liaxter, teacher in tlio j/irls' de- 
partment, sent in her rciignation. Tbe 
vacancies thus created have been Hllod by 
the Trustoes by tlio ai.)pointni'!nts of Mr. 
Kaye and Mrs. Wilbou Brown, buth of 
whom thoy consider well qualified for 
their rospootivo positions. Mr. J. D. 
liobiuson's term of oflico as Trustoo lias 
expired and it ii for you according to tbo 
act lo elect a snceos.sor.

EASTERN STATES. 

PiiiLADiiiii'iiiA, July 0. — Philadelphia 
mint resumed work lo day upon double 
eagles and tiMdo dollars for which there 
is a largo demand. During tho year end- 
ing June 14th 40,835,720 pieces woro 
coinod of tho value of 821,310,604. Pieces 
figuring iiighest in tho statement made 
to-day aro half dollars, II ,298,700, and 
qunrter dollars, 10,0(18,700. Nearly all of 
tho gold was coined in double eagles, 
viz., -189,700 pieces.

It is reported hero 
that an insurrection has broken out at 
Klamath.

EUROPE. 

Nbw Yoke. July 0. — Tbe Times' Lon- 
don dispatch says Austria's position is 
still tho great point of interest. The Em- 
peror of Russia is auxious to seo tbo Em- 
jieror of Austria and there is tbo greatest 
activity in telegraphic communication 
between Bismarck aud Count Andrassy.

•d by tho Russians, and the writers in- 
dulge in bitter regrets over lad manage- 
ment of the campaign by their generals. 

A supreme effort will now be made by 
the lUusiaua on tbe Danube to moke up 
for the revorsoB sustained by their forco.s 
in Asia Minor. Tiernova is still tbo 
Bconu of a fiercely eontusted battle. Thoro 
is a report to-uigbl that an English cor- 
re.'=po!ident has been shot iieor Widdeu. 

A correspondent at Peru telogrnphs 
under date July fourth that Mukhtar 
Pasha has advanced his position closo to 
Kars. Tbo lino of retreat of the Russians 
is menacod by Faik Pasha wbo advanced 
to northward of Bayazid. Tbo environs 
of Van now swarm with Kurds from tbo 
mountains to barrass tbo retreating Rus- 
siaua. Tbo Cossack cavalry have HulTercd 
awfully from constant attacks aud sur- 
prises of those irregular allies of tbe 
Turks. , , , 

A .special from London says tho address 
pre.sonled Grant ut Folke.sione recited tho 
idea of bonorint,' tho Usuoral for bis 
deeds in tbo battlefield and coneludod by 
expiossing tho wi.-sb bo might have atbird 
term as President of tho Uuitod States, 
and advancing tho opinion ho would. 
Tho reception over the party started at 
once for tho pier wkoro lbs stoamor Vit- 
toriii was wailing to convey him to 0.sleiid, 
iiidgium. Tbo American flag was scon 
Hying among shiiiping in tbo harbor in 
honor of tho town's gui.'st. A great crowd 
had gathered again at tho pier and cbcor- 
otl loudly is the Vittoria left aud passod 
out into tbo straits, Grunt bowing re- 
peatedly from tho bridge of tho steamer.

Durinfj last week London had been 

well placarded with Ijills bearing the 
sif^nnturo of "Britophile," saying: — 
"Euglishinen ! Scotchmen! Irishmen! 
aro wo Hiill lovers of freedom ? or do 
wo wish to see the banner of Muscovy 
floating over the battlements of the 
Dardanelles, and the Bosphorua and 
tlie Mediterranean become a Russian 
lakOjOr tho road to our Indian Empire 
barred by ruthless hordes of Cossacks 
in Asia? To tbe fifst questiou our 
voice says Yesl to the second our voice 
aays No! Then let us for nonce waive 
our party differences, wbclhor Conser- 
vative or Liberal, and show tho ambi- 
tious, desi^otic offspring of Catherine 
II. aud Nicholas I. that be has been 
deceived; that Wflareunauimouaiu our 
hearty support of tho foreign policy of 
the present Governmout, and will 
rally round Lord Derby and back hiiu 
up in his English manly courngo, 
inanifosled by bis answer to llio Cir- 
cular of Prince GortschakofT. Tho 
British people have shown by an un- 
mistakable voice in the House of Com- 
mons that they will not be tools of 
dishonorablo, crafty, treaty-breaking 
Russia. Listen to the words of its 
present Ruler; — 'I give my word of 
honor tbat I will not annexTurkestan,' 
— Turkostnn was annexed; 'I will not 
annex Khiva,' Khiva was annexed, 
lie has broken every treaty he has 
niado at his earliest con venience. And 
what about his atrocities? AskthoPoUs 
at. AVarsaw, ask the exiles at Siberia, 
and the spirits of the butchered by the 
knout: ask General Kaufman the moan- 
ing of his orders to tho automaton sol- 
diery at Jvhiva — sparo neither man, 
worn ui, nor child. What order could 
bo moro barbarous ? Wbo was the in- 
stigator of tho atrocities in Bulgaria? 
Ask the liuasiau agents at Philippop- 
olis that egged on tbo insurgents 
against tho State, iu order that the 
Czar might have a pretext for the pre- 
sent war of aggression and conquest 
that he has contemplated for four 
years." Tho meeting for Saturday 
was called for "Jiriloua" to denounce 
the Einporor of Russia and to go to 
Lord Derby to givo him Liireo cheers. 
At the timo appointed a procession 
camo from the south part of the park, 
cousistinpf of a band, some men carry- 
ing tho means to nuike a platform, aud 
a framework with a written inscription 
"British before Russian interests," be- 
neath that the Turkiah flag, and be- 
neath that tlio ivussiau flag, Uio latter 
upside down. Tho British Hag was 
also unfurled. A respectably -dressed 
man, said lobe "IJritophile," superiu- 
touded the iirriiiigcuuiiit o! creeling tho 
[ilatform, and thou besought several 
persons to "take the ohair." One 
and all refused, and "Britophile" then 
said ho would do without a chairman, 
though for only the second liino in the 
history of park demonstrations a cliair 
waH acluiilly there. Ho askod people 
to propose the lirsL resolution, but they 
refused, and he then distributed hand- 
bills, giving this as the first resolu- 
tion ;— "Resolved, tbnt this ineoting 
donouncea tho conduct of tho Emper- 
or of Knssia, for unjustly forcing a war 
ou Turkey, ami thus provonliiig her 
from carrying out those reforms which 
sho had begun, and would carry out, 
if Russia had demobilized her threot- 
eniug armies on the Turkish frontiers."

aud there aud the band dismissed.
